AT VERMILIO 


One himdred families will be settl- 
ed in the Vermilion district early this 
spring as housing can be provided 
them. . The settlement will be. made 
under the auspices of.the Scottish Im- 
migration Aid society, and the families 
will be drawn from Barra Uist, the 
Hebrides, and other parts along the 
notth of Scotland. They will all be 
practical farmerg and will be equipped 
with ‘horses, cattle 
when they are located. The area taken 
up for these colonists will be from five 
to ten miles north of Vermilon on 
land selected by the society last year 

[The contract has already been given 


for the erection of those fatms of one]: 


hundred foyr-rodm cottages and an 
equal number of barns each to house 
four horses andi six head of cattle. 
The buildings and equipment for each 
family will cost in the vicinity of fif- 
teen hundred dollars ; 

Work on the erection of these cot- 
tages is expected to be started within 
the next few weeks if present open 
weather conditions continue 

these families there are about 
40 now in Alberta and will be moved} 
nere as soon ag the cottages are com- 
pleted. The rest are ready to start for 
Canada in time for the spring work 
Local authorities expect a large num- 
ber of settlers in the district this year 
the biggest move being probably unfi- 
er the Scottish society and the Britich 
Dominions Land Settlement corpora- 
tion.

WINNIPEG, Under the provisions 
of the agreement. between Alberta and 
the Dominion for return of the west- 
ern province’s public domain. Alberta 
will be given full control of all its re- 
sources o* alll classes, Premier J. E. 
Brownlee announced on his return 
from Ottawa 

The subsidy paid by the Dominion 
in past years in lieu of the resources 
will be continued for a three-year 
period after the province takes control 

The present annual payments receiv 
ed by the province from the Dominion 
amount to $565,000 appfoximately. 

Control of all water power sites 


situated outside of national parks will) 


be under control of the province. The 
federal government will continue con- 
trol and administration of the national 
parks and of the water powers within 
their limits ‘ { 

The. water power situation raises 

questions of water levels affecting the 
province of Saskatchewan, which will 
be matters for ‘adjustment between 
the two provinces. 
No subsidy in addition to the three 
year payments in lieu of the resources 
will be made.
